Progress of the War.
The Mexican Congress, upon the receipt of the

news of the defeat of Cerro Gordo, assembled in
extraordinary session. Eighty members came

together. They resolved:
1. That they were the supreme power of the

nation, and would not desist from waging war

against the United States, no matter what reverses

their armies met with.
2. That in doing so they carried out the deter¬

mined will of the People of Mexico.
3. That the Executive be authorized to defend

the nationality of the Republic to the last, and to

carry on the war at all hazards. '

4. That the Executive be deprived of the power
to make peace with the United States, or even to
enter into a negotiation for it.

5. That no part of tho Republic shall ever be
dismembered.

6. That the Executive shall be deprived of the

power of making contracts of colonization with
other nations .

7. That every agreement or treaty made be¬
tween the United States and Mexico shall be null
and vpid.

8. That every person is a traitor, whether pri¬
vate or public, who may enter into treaties with
the United States.

9. That if Congress is not able to hold its ses¬

sions, a permanent committee shall perform the
duties of the Congress.

10. That the Mexican Congress, or the commit¬
tee, shall appoint the Executive.

The public men and public press, indeed the
whole people, openly proclaim their determina.
tion never to make peace with the United States.
The sentiment prevailing in the capital was, that
it was better for the Republic to be blolted out
from the map of nations, than to make peace with
us. The public journals declare that it is the du¬
ty of the Mexican People to see their cities sacked
and destroyed, and themselves immolated, rather
than talk of peace. " War to the death without

pity," was the motto in eyery body's mouth. Guer-
rillists were being formed into parties with great
rapidity. Snlas heads'oue company.
Nothing had been done towards fortifying the

capital up to the 21st of April.
There was a rumor at Jalapa on the 27th ult.,

that the British minister had offered the mediation
of Great Britain to the Mexican Congress, to

bring about a peace with the United States, but it
was not known whether there was any ground for
it.
The feeling against Santa Anna appears to be on

the increase. The Mexicans have begun, in com.

mon with the Americans, to ask, how it is that
President Polk permitted him to return to Mexico?

They are charging him with treachery to the Mex¬
ican cause.

Gen. Worth, it was rumored at Vera Cruz, had
thrown his outposts twelve miles beyond Perote,
to Tepe Agualca, to enlarge his circle of supplies,
and that he had been very successful. It was also
rumored that Gen. Scott had determined on leav¬

ing his rear unprotected, in consequence of his in¬

ability to keep open the communication to the

sea-coast, and to throw himself for his supplies
upon the enemy.
One of our wagon trains batwecn Vera Cruz

and Jalapa had already been cut off, and news of
the murder of small parties of Americans was rife
in Vera Cruz. The vomito had appeared in the
latter city.

Nothing further had been heard of Santa Ana,
except that he was at Orizaba.

Oir Dit, that the President eeiiously contemplates
calling an Extra Session of the 30th Congress for

two reasons: 1. That by precipitating the elections
in the States which are yet to elect, he may be able
to carry members enough to get the majority in the
ttext House, as he is convinced that the House will
be against him by a decisive vote, if things are per¬
mitted to go on in their regular course. 2. That if
the Whigs do get a majority in the House, an extra

session will enable him to throw on them the onus

of carrying on the war which he will take caro shall
not be brought to an end during the remainder of his
term.

Pcbtinent Question..The New Orleans
Bulletin says it is a question of profound in¬
terest for the people not only of this country
but of all countries.of the whole world.with
what expectations, what "assurances, under
what inducements, the return of Santa Anna
from exile, where he could do no harm, was

permitted at least, if not incited, by the Presi-
dent of the United Stntes. The staiesmen ol

Europe cannot but leel an intense desire to be
initiated into the secret of this masterly stroke
in policy; the citizens of this republic, whose
millions upon millions are lavished on the war,

hive a right to know why the very soul, ihe
animating spirit of the war oq ihe part of Mex¬
ico was placed, by their executive, in position
to make tlie war so long and costly ; the wid¬
ows and children of the slain have a solemn
claim to know why the shedding of so much
blood was made necessary, by placing at the
head of the Mexican armies the one man whose
presence, whose activity, whose ample resour¬

ces of every kind, have given to the war a char-
acter so difficult and an aspect so unpromising.
This right, thij ominous claim, must be re¬

sponded to. The official editor should eee to

it, for the time must come.

RUMORS! RUMORS!!
GENERAL SCOTT DEFEATED BY

SANTA ANA!!
Our city was thrown into commotion to¬

day, about noon, by a report that a telegraphic
despatch had been received from Fredericks
burg, by the Government, giving the intelli¬
gence that Gen. Scott had gone to Puebla,and
there, in a desperate and long fought battle
with the enemy, under Santa Auna, had been
beaten with a terrible loss in killed, and that
he had lallen back on Jalapa, where he was

surrounded by whole masses of the Mex¬
ican people ; that the enemy had seized upon
the road from Jalapa to Vera Cruz, and tha1I
Gen. Scott had determined to cut his way
through to the sea-coast or be slain in the
attempt- In a short time the rumor assumed
another shape, viz.: that Scott, finding his rear

cut off, was fighting his way through oppos¬
ing columns of the enemy with great despera¬
tion. The report went even so far as to give
the number of killed on our side to be 6000,
and the enemy's to be 10,000.
Our punctual correspondent at Fredericks¬

burg had sent his telegraphic despatch at the
usual hour, viz. half-past 12 o'clock.and he
stated that there was no further news from the
seat of war. Here it is.

TELEGRAPHIC.

The last Picayune contains the list of Killed

and Wounded at Cerro Gordo. Aggregate-
Regulars, fourteen officers wounded, thirty-
nine rank and file killed,.one hundred ninety-
six wounded.Volunteers, one officer killed,
seven wounded, three rank and file killed, for¬
ty-eight wounded. Total 243.
The Delta has a letter from the aid of Gen.

Shields. He states that his recovery is almost
certain. The ball entered the right breast,
about two inehes below the nipple, passed
through the right lobe of the lungs, and out
behind, without injuring him.

But to retu/n to the news and its possibili
ties. While we should grieve at any such re¬
verse as here rumored, or, indeed, any reverse
at all, we think it not impossible but that trou¬
ble waits our forces in Mexico. Tlfe last news
from Vera Cruz does not leave the mind easy.
We wait the next arrival with much impa¬
tience.

GEJV. TAYLOR AT SAJ\*LUIS POTOSI.
We have this day been shown a letter from

one of the volunteers at Tanipico, dated the
29th of April, which says that a Mexican just
arrived from San Luis brought the information
that OldZaih (God bless him!) had arrived at
that city, and had taken it without resistance ;
and that he had continueJ his march to the
city of Mexico. We do not believe this intel¬
ligence can possibly be true; for though he
had lime to reach San Luis by the 25th of
April, from Monterey, where he was on the
14th of the month, the probabilities are against
the supposition. The letter which we saw

gave the pews as though it were true ; and
added, "Old Rough & Ready's the man for
the Mexicans."
A truce to day to rumor, &c.

The difference betweeu General Taylor and
General Scolt appears to be, that one is re¬

garded a* a citizen soldier, whilst the other is
looked upon as a military man and nothing
but a military man. The plain, unpretending,
republican bearing of General Taylor is iu per¬
fect keeping with the simplicity of our po¬
pular institutions.hence it is that we hear
him called by familiar names, such as.
" Old Zack," "Rough and Ready," &c,
while no one ever thinks of General Scott by
any other titles than those that belong to an of¬
ficer of high rank and distinguished merit.
General Taylor has miogled with his fellow-
citizens all his life, on the most friendly footing,
while General Scott's associations have been
those of etiquette. In a word, Gen. Taylor is
loved as a man, whilst his rival is esteemed
and respected as the head of the army of the
United States; the former takes hold of the
hearts, whilst the latter only touches the hands
of those around him.

Lohpon, March, 1847.
The Queen held the first drawing room of

the season, at St. James's Palace, on Satur¬
day, at 2 P. M., the 27ih inst.
Through the medium of a friend we were

favored with cards of admission from the Lord
Chamberlain, Earl Spencer, to visit Bucking-
hom Palace, on that day, about three quarters
of an hour previous to the departure of Htr
Majesty in slate, to St. James's.
We stood in the great hall as her Majesty

passed, returning our salutatiou, and in such
close proximity as nearly to touch her robe,
thus affording us a most favorable opportunity
of observation.
She is very short, with an amiable cast of

countenance, strongly reminding one of the
features of her royal grandfather, George III.
Her Majesty's head-dress was a wreath of

ivy, intermingled with diamonds and feathers
drooping from one side j the petticoat of white
satin, trimmed with gold lace and ivy, and
ornamented with diamonds j the train green
poplin, figured with gold shamrocks, abd trim¬
med with gold lace.
The Prince was habited in a field marshal's

uniform, and wore the insignia of the orders of
the Garter and the Golden Fleece, and the
stars of the order of the Garter, St. Patrick,
St. Andrew, and of the Bath, set in brilliants.
The Prince is much taller than the Queen,
erect in his deportment, but nothing particular
as to persoo, to distinguish him from the
thousand other well-bred gentlemen of his age
who wear moustaches.
The royal cortege was preceded by the Mar¬

quis of Ormonde and the Viscount Clifden,
lords in wailing, Mr. Ormsby Gore and Cap¬
tain Francis Seymour, grooms in waiting,
Col. the Honorable Charles Gray and Col. Bou-
verie, equerries in waiting.
The Prince (Albert) suppoited her Majesty's

arm on the left; the Queen's train was sup¬
ported by two pages of honor, fine handsome
boys, in court costume, the sons of Lords Gor¬
don and Forbes.
Her Majesty was immediately followed by

the Duchess of Sutherland, mistress of the
robes, the Marchioness of Douro, the Countess
of Gainsborough and the Countess of Charle-
raont, ladies of the bed-chamber. These, with
the attendant servants, formed the whole of the
cortege from Buckingham Palace, although
many other ladies of rank, as maids of honor,
8cc., joined her Majesty in the robing room at
St. James's Palace.
The Duchess of Sutherland is by far the

finest and the noblest seeming gentlewoman at
the British Court; she is sister to Lord Mor
peth, who travelled in the United Stales a few
years back. At a cursory glance a siranger
would imagine her Grace to be the queen as

. she is in fact the queen of beauty and feminine
grace.

" Where'er ahe moves the graces hover nigh,And seem to catch reflection from her eye."
The Duchess was magnificently attired, but

I cannot describe her costume. Her Grace is
. one of those rare specimens of the gentler sex,
where all minor objects are absorbed in the ma-
jesty of the woman.
The Marchioness of Douro is also a fine

commanding woman, daughter-in-law to the
Duke of Welliugton. She attracted ray aiten-
tion particularly by the strong resemblance she
bears to a lady of Jersey Ciiy.
The Annapolis (Md.) Herald, a Locofoco

paper, ^says if Polk's renomination is out of
ihe question, and the party cannot be concen¬
trated upon him on account of any Northern
faction of possums, would it not be best to re¬
buke such factious spirits by supporting Gen.
